1 . QUARTERLY TARGETS FOR ALL CAMPAIGNS HAVE BEEN ATTAINED 
WITHOUT SIGNIFICANT DEVIATIONS EXCEPT FOR CAMPAIGNS 2, 3, 

4, AND 8 AS REPORTED BELOW. 

2. COMMERCIAL COUNSELOR TRANSFERRED TO EMBASS MANILA 

IN DECEMBER 1976 AND REPLACEMENT WE UNDERSTAND IS SCHEDULED 
TO ARRIVE IN JUNE. LOSS OF ONE POSITION DURING QUARTER 
RESULTED IN ADDITIONAL WORKLOAD AMONG E/V OFFICERS WHICH 
AFFECTED OUR ABILITY TO MEET SOME SCHEDULED CCP TARGETS. 

IN PARTICULAR. PERSONAL CALLS MADE FOR CAMPAIGNS 
NO 2 (COMPUTERS) AND NO. 4 (SCIENTIFIC, LABORATORY AND 
CONTROL INSTRUMENTS) WERE 7 AND 2 RESPECTIVELY AGAINST 
TARGETS OF 20 AND 10. FURTHER, PLANNED REPORT ON 
COMPUTER MARKET AFTER LIBERALIZATION WAS 
POSTPONED TO LATER QUARTER. 

3. CAMPAIGN NO. 3 (POLLUTION CONTROL EQUIPMENT): DUE TO 
COMMERCE’S CANCELLATION OF PARTICIPATION IN TAPEX, BOTH 
PERSONAL CALLS MADE (10) AND TOS DEVELOPED (3) FELL 

FAR SHORT OF TARGETS OF 45 AND 15, RESPECTIVELY. 

ANNUAL TARGETS FOR PERSONAL CALLS AND TO’S HAVE BEEN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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REVISED TO 15 AND 10.RESPECTIVELY. 

4. CAMPAIGN NO. 8 (AUTOMOTIVE PARTS): EMBASSY NOT 
SUCCESSFUL IN ORGANIZING FOREIGN BUYER GROUPS TO 
INDUSTRIAL TRUCKING SHOW DUE TO INDUSTRY'S LACK OF 
INTEREST. 
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TM FOREIGN BUYER PROGRAM: EMBASSY AND CONSULATES 
HELPED ORGANIZE 21 FOREIGN BUYER GROUPS (INVOLVING
